Saudi Market Update 


e TASI closed 0.5% lower to 8,830, while NOMUC gained 1.7% to 
26,490 on Sunday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 5.8bn and 
averaged SAR 8.1bn over the last 30 days. The five most active 
stocks (by value) in TASI accounted for 16.5% of the daily traded 
value. 

e MSCI Emerging Markets was closed for trading on Sunday. 

e Banks and Materials ended 0.6% and 0.9% lower, respectively. 
Telecom closed 0.9% lower. Cons. Diversified Financials (up 
0.7%) was the best performing sector. Among stocks, Al-Omran 
Industrial Trading Co. (4141/), Lazurde Co for Jewelry 
(4011/LAZURDE AB), and Zamil Industrial Investment Co. 
(2240/ZIIC AB), led the gainers. 

e The Ministry of Human Resources and Social Development 
(HRSD) launched a new Saudization program, which targets to 
provide job opportunities for 115,000 nationals in the private 
sector through agreements with major companies to create jobs 
in certain fields. The labor market strategy allocated a full 
section for the market skills and values, in addition to several
